WELFARE REIMBURSEMENT 
MAY BE IN DANGER 


The town could lose some 
or all state and federal 
assistance in the welfare 
department, it was learned 
exclusively this week. 

And also threatened is 75 
percent of the cost of any 
new welfare office in a new 
town hall. 

The Townsman learned that 
the published floor plans for 
the welfare office do not 
meet state and federal spe- 
cifications; if these are not 
met, grants and assistance 
can be withheld. In addition, 
the allowance, covering 75 
percent of the cost of the 
new welfare office, could be 
withheld. 

The existing floor plan 
shows one large office, 
28x16.6 feet. No private 
offices are shown. It is 
factual to state that privacy 
is required under the law, 
whenever a welfare interview 
is being held. It had been 
believed that at least two 
private offices should be 
included, plus the main office 
for clerical and waiting room 
purposes.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHT 


New Plan May Work 


We greeted the decision of the School Committee to 
abandon its merit program with mixed feelings. 

There is much to recommend a ‘‘merit’’ program in its 
true sense; there is no excuse for having a merit program 
that serves as an excuse to give out salary increases. 

A true merit program would recognize teachers of ex- 
ceptional ability. And we must accept the fact that not 
every teacher has exceptional ability — without implying, 
either, that a lack of exceptional ability is necessarily 
bad. If one measures the exceptional, it must be based 
on an average. 

School Committee member John S, Sullivan, urging 
retention of merit, commented ‘‘] can’t accept the idea that 
professional people can’t work in such a program, where 
ability is rewarded’’. 

Member Milton J. Meyers, formerly a strong proponent 
of the committee’s merit system, asked that it be shelved. 
His reasons: it is not workable; a good idea, but not 
practical. 

Inherent in Mr. Sullivan’s comments was the idea that 
improvements can be made in the plan as it goes along, 
making it more workable. 

Dr. Meyers implied that the plan can’t be improved 
enough, at least in his judgment, to permit retention at 
this time. 

Either of these arguments can be supported. 

In one, a struggle towards a goal continues, trying to 
perfect a system at the same time. 

In the other, there is recognition that the existing 
system doesn’t work, and that improvements can’t be 
worked out immediately. 

School Committee member Vincent P. Davey, supporting 
the move to throw out the merit plan, made this comment: 
“*T feel we would be helping all the teachers rather than 
recognizing the few’’. 

This is, in our mind, the weakest of the arguments. 
Because the merit plan never was devised as a tool to 
help teachers specially. It was a plan worked out to help 
the town improve its faculty by attracting teachers who 
would respond to a merit-type appeal. Teachers would be 


helped, of course, to the extent that the extraordinary 


teacher would get more money. But it was not our impres- 
sion that the plan was designed primarily to help the 
teachers — more important, it was designed to help our 
children. 

All in all, we have to agree that the first step of the 
merit schedule — this is the only step ever put into effect 
— became a way of getting a raise. To this extent, the 
merit plan failed to work. Instead of rewarding exceptional 
teachers, it gave the appearance of punishing a handful 
of less-than-average teachers. 

Perhaps an improved plan can be submitted at a later 
time — we certainly hope this will be done. 


Not On Your Life 


Many years ago, newspapers were fond of quoting a 
presidential directive ‘‘Clear it with Sidney ...’’ —a 
phrase attributed to President Roosevelt. 

Some years later, the Townsman commented that the 
phrase could possibly be applicable here. This newspaper 
thought then that it would be insufferable to have to 
‘‘clear’’ ordinary news coverage with any public official. 
Newspapers do not need personal permission to cover the 
news. 

The idea is just as repugnant now, even though the 


directive might be: ‘‘Clear it with Tom’’. 


Keep The Committee 


Whenever someone mentions the Sanborn School, it is 
apt to be coupled with the comment that this is a good 
school, and that the building committee sure did a good 
job. 

We agree, 

And because they did a good job, let’s keep the com- 
mittee intact. At least, if we can not persuade all its 
members to continue their service to the town, let’s keep 
as many as, possible, 

The town has, over the years, made what we believe is 
a mistake — each new building has brought with it a new 
committee. The appointees naturally have studied the 
special problems associated with municipal construction, 
and have served until that specific building was com- 
pleted.

For a town where foresight and planning seem to be 
first in everyone’s vocabulary, we are astonished at the 
plans for the new town hall. 

And we might quickly note here that another pet word 
‘*‘Colonial’’ seems also to have taken a back seat here. 
Look at the architect’s idea of the building, published in 
the Townsman Nov. 21, to see what we mean. 

But whatever the name for the type of architecture 
shown in the drawing, the main problem remains the 
alarming lack of ‘‘crystal ball’’ planning. 

Here we have plans for a new building that has to re- 
main functional for many years. We also know, by hard 
experience, that most statistical forecasts for the future 
are low, and have been exceeded far and beyond what the 
experts anticipate. 

Every time we build a school, we hope it will be large 
enough by the day it opens; we’re fortunate if the building 
serves its intended capacity for a few years. 

Now we have an opportunity to build a municipal struc- 
ture for the future. Let’s not plan the major offices for 
the present; let’s demonstrate our ability to learn from 
past errors, by planning for future needs. 

We hope another look will be taken at the proposed 
plans. And if there are no changes, to make them fit the 
needs of the next generation, then it’s a shameful waste 
_of funds to go forward with construction.

The 
removal of branch-tips often will 
cause the side branches to make 
greater growth and produce aden- 
ser, better plant. 

Arborvitaes and false-cypress 
will tolerate shearing of their 
foliage, but care should be taken 
not to remove so muchofthegreen 
growth as to make holes in the 
rather thin green covering. The 
foliage is borne near the tips of 
the branches. 

Some broad-leaved evergreens 
can be pruned for Christmas 
greens. Hollies, box-woods, ane 
dromeda and laurel all make rather 
rapid growth to replace any 
branches removed. Attempt totake 
only those twigs or branches that 
will improve the shape of the plant 
or keep it within a given space in 
the garden. Enjoy the Christmas 
greens but save the plants toenjoy 
in the future.

Duff Seeking Federal Funds| 


For Town Hall Construction 


The town is hurrying to request 
a second allocation of funds from 
the federal authorities, under the 
accelerated public works pro- 
gram. 

Town manager Thomas E. Duff 
has instructed Perry, Shaw, Hep- 
burn and Dean, the architects 
drawing plans for the town hall, 
fire and police stations, to prepare 
applications covering those 
buildings. 

He told the Selectmen that a 
projected cost of $1,500,000 for 
the three structures will be sub- 
mitted, with the hope that half of 
this amount will be provided by 
the government. 

An initial application is still 
being processed, somewhere be- 
tween New York and Washington, 
covering a major sewer project. 
That job calls for federal grants 
of well over half-a-million dollars. 

Mr. Duff has received word 
from the U, S, Senators and Con- 
gressman that they will keep a 
watchful eye over the applications, 
as they get to Washington for con- 
sideration. 

Commenting on the desirability 
of receiving the federal funds, 
Selectman William Stewart again 
noted that the money comes to the 
town, the town spends it, without 
further restrictions. This, he said, 
is entirely different from Urban 
Renewal, where he feels that the 
government will maintain restric- 


tions and controls after agreeing 


to provide funds. 

It is this basic difference that 
makes him willing to agree to 
apply for one set of funds, but not
